PLANNING  FOR  A  GREAT  RELIGIOUS 
CAMPAIGN. 


The  Evangelistic  meetings,  which  are 
to  he  held  in  this  city  commencing  Novem- 
ber 10,  are  already  creating  much  interest. 
The  services  of  Rev.  J.  Wilbur  Chapman 
have  been  secured  for  these  meetings  and 
about  twenty  of  our  aggressive  churches 
of  the  city  will  unite  in  the  movement.  A 
number  of  meetings  of  the  pastors  and  lay 
workers  of  these  churches  have  been  held 
and  the  initiatory  steps  for  the  revival 
have  been  taken.  Recently  Mr.  Chapman 
spent  a  few  hours  in  the  city  and  met  with 
the  pastors  and  a  number  of  the  prominent 
members  of  our  churches  and  explained 
his  plans  and  methods  of  work.

Union  meetings  will  be  held  all  over  the 
city  at  an  early  day,  and  before  Mr.  Chap- 
man comes  here,  Mr.  W.  A.  Sunday  will 
precede  him  at  least  five  days,  preaching 
three  or  four  times  a  day  in  different  parts 
of  the  city.  The  first  week  after  Mr. 
Chapman  comes  it  is  thought  that  services 
will  be  held  for  two  nights  in  the  Wayne 
Street  M.  E.  church,  two  nights  in  the 
Baptist  church  and  two  nights  in  the  First 
Presbyterian  church.  After  that  the 
meetings  will  be  continued  at  the  Princess 
rink.  A  choir  of  200  voices,  drilled  for 
these  services,  will  assist  Prof,  and  Mrs.  J. 
J.  Lowe  in  the  singing.  The  city  will  be 
divided  into  districts  and  Mr.  Chapman 
urges  that  every  house,  store,  factory  and 
office  be  visited  and  every  person  invited 
to  attend  the  meetings.
